THE SPANISH FORCE INCREASED. 


Kingston, 
Jamaica,

newspaper boat has arrived here with

The American front has been ad- 


vanced beyond the first crossing of the 
Rto Guama about a mile and a tug 
lies three and a, half miles from the 
Spanish entrenchments.

General Chaffee's brigade, with 3,000 


Cubans under General Aguirra and 
several hundred under Colonel Gon- 
zales, was skirmishing towards the 
city Monday morning, when the dis- 
patch boat left. 


The Cubans had slight skirmishes 


,tb.e Spaniards stationed on the 


e'on' the American right flank, and 


our auxiliaries occupied 
the block- 


houses in that vicinity 
which were 


evacuated before daybreak by the 
Spaniards. . The latter retreated to- 
wards Santiago de Cuba. No fatalities 
are reported. 


General Lawton, General 
Chaffee 


and General Wheeler have thoroughly 
reconnoitered the Spanish 
position, 


and with the aid furnished by the Cu- 
bans have very good maps of the roads 
and defenses. 


Much information has also been ob- 


tained from Spanish pacificos, who 
have slipped- out of the city and given 
themselves up in the hope of getting 
food. 
They report great

Sixteen of Our Men Killed—Spanish 


Put to JTlighfc With Heavy J.OSB. 


Kingston, Jamaica, June 27.—Later re- 


ports from Juragua, Cuba, brought by a 
newspaper dispatch boat, give details of 
last Friday's fight at La puosina, when 
16 of our soldiers were kiljed and some

San Francisco, June 29.—Major Gen- 


eral Merritt yesterday abandoned his 
headquarters at the Phelan building 
and formally turned over the office tcr 
Major General Otis.

The proc- 
lamation to be disseminated has been, 
translated into Spanish, and

It will announce to the people of the 
islands that General Merritt,* as the 
representative of the United States, has 
establishes ''a/ pro .'isiona.1 government, 
and his authority must be respected.

Thly are to 
be granted the fullest liberty compat- 
ible v.'ith the preservance of law andi 
order, and' all personal and property;

THE SPANISH FORCE INCREASED. 


Kingston, 
Jamaica, 
June 
29.—A 
newspaper boat has arrived here with 
th# following dispatches from 
the 
front, on the Rio Guama: 


The American front has been ad­ 
vanced beyond the first crossing of the 
Rio Guama about a mile and a tug 
lie« three and a half miles from the 
Spanish entrenchments. General Law­ 
ton *a brigade rests on the road to San* 
tiago de Cuba. 
The Third brigade, 
under General 
Chaffee—the 
Seven­ 
teenth, Twelfth and Seventh regi­ 
ment«—holds 
the trench, 
with his 
command lying across the road and 
river. The First brigade—the Eighth, 
Twenty-second 
and 
Second 
Massa­ 
chusetts—under General Evan Clarke, 
lies on the left fiank, slightly In tne 
rear» 
and 
the 
Second brigade—the 
First, Fourth and Twenty-fifth—oc­ 
cupies the opposite position, on the 
right flank. General Wheeler, with his 
* cavalry, Is in the rear, between the 
Sevilla hills and the Rio Guama. 
A 
strong line of outposts is maintained 
ahead. 


General Chaffee's brigade, with 3,000 
Cubans under General Aguirru and 
several hundred under Colonel Gon­ 
zales, was skirmishing towards the 
city Monday morning, when the dis­ 
patch boat left. 


The Cubans had slight skirmishes 
S 
fth tjie Spaniards stationed on the 
11s on the American right flank, and 
our auxiliaries occupied 
the block­ 
houses in that vicinity which were 
evacuated before 
daybreak by the 
Spaniards. 
The latter retreated to­ 
wards Santiago de Cuba. No fatalities 
*re reported. 


General 
Lawton, General Chaffee 
and General Wheeler have thoroughly 
reconnoitered the Spanish position, 
and with the aid furnished by the Cu­ 
ban» have very good maps of the roads 
and defenses. 


Much information has also been ob­ 
tained from Spanish pacíficos, who 
have slipped- out of the city and given 
themselves up in the hope of getting 
food. 
They report great starvation 
and distress in Santiago. 
They say 
the Spanish troops are on short ra­ 
tions, and that all the supplies are 
being held for their use. The sick 
in the hospitals, the pacíficos say, are 
suffering for lack of food, and they say 
77 Spaniards were killed and 89 wound­ 
ed as the result of the engagement on 
Friday last with Colonel Wood's and 
Young’s commands. 


The most startling information ob­ 
tained from the pacíficos is that since 
the advance began almost 20,000 Span­ 
ish soldiers have arrived at Santiago. 
This statement is made on the au­ 
thority of General Lawton, and he is 
nlso of the opinion that General Pando 
has been enabled to effect a junction 
with General Linares at Santiago, 


There are two forts of considerable 
importance within the Spanish lines, 
Punta Blanco, at the southern end of 
the bay, and Santa Ursula, at the 
southeast corner.

the road to 
Caney, on the north, is another fort. 
There are nbout 450 men in each of

Pink denotes health, 


love, youth, pleasure. Violet is the 
tint allowed faith. 
Orange means 


divine inspiration and poetry. 
The 


muses are represented as draped in 
orange colored draperies. 
Orange 


was once the co3or of Hymen. Brides 
in olden times wore oiange colored 
veils called flammenm, and they could 
not pronounce their vows nnclesscov- 
ered 
with fJammeum. 
Even now 


brides wear orange Wossc".ns on their 
wedding day,— Philadelphia Times.

Timidity aud Greatness. 


M. Dugas, a Frenchman, has writ- 


ten an extremely interesting book on 
"Timidity." He finds that the vast 
majority of people are timid in their 
youth; a consideiable minority remain 
timid all their lives. 
Timidity leads 


to 
meditation .and 
analysis. 
It 


enters into the temperament of the 
philosopher and man of science.

contra, a thoroughly stupid man is 
seldom timid. 


Virgil, Horace, Benjamin Constant, 


Michelet and Amiel were all notably 
timid men. 
M- Dugas notes that in 


the intellectual man you are apt to 
find great speculative hardihood corn- 
bin 26! with a practical timidity. Car- 
lyle's is a typical case. 
The mere 


thought of having to order a coat or 
buy a pair of gloves caused him the 
most acute discomfort. 


In extreme types timidity approaches 


the malady of the will which the medi- 
cal dictionaries call agoraphobia—the 
dread of the crowd, of the gaze of 
other people. 
All public speakers 


have known this feeling—even, it is 
said, the brazen M. Eochefort. 
Ci- 


cero, used as he was to the rostrum, 
was prevented by "blue funk" from 
delivering his "Milonian"' speech. M. 
Sarcey, who has lectured every week 
for twenty years, says he has never 
been able to conquer his timidity. 
Paillet, a famous Parisian advocate, 
was so nervous that he used to say he 
half hoped some accident would hap- 
pen to him in the street on his way to 
the court, so that he might be pre- 
vented from appearing. Veteran act- 
ors, when they are worth their salt, 
seldom get over their "stage-fright."

"The possession of great wealth has 


been demoralizing to the Osage In- 
dians," said Mr. O. M. Bass of Okla- 
homa.

The Time Niagara Dried Up. 


It seems almost incredible that at one 


time in its history the greatest and 
most wonderful waterfall in the world 
actually ran dry. 
Nevertheless, it is 


an established fact that this occurred 
on March 29, 1848, and for a few hours 
scarcely any water passed over Niag- 
ara Falls. The winter of that year had 
been an exceptionally severe one, and 
ice of unusual thickness had formed on 
Lake Erie. 
The warm spring rains 


loosened this congealed mass, and on 
the day in question a brisk east wind 
drove the ice far up into the lake. 
About sun$et the wind suddenly veered 
round and Mew a heavy gale froia the 
west This naturally turned tbe ice In 
Its course, and. bringing it down to the 
mouth of the Niagara River, piled It up 
In a solid, impenetrable wall. 


So closely was it packed and so great 


was its force that in a short time the 
outlet to the lake was complctel- 
choked up, and little or no wator could 
possibly escape. In a very slion space 
of time the water below this frozen 
barrier passed over the falls, and the 
next morning the people living in the 
neighborhood were treated to a most 
extraordinary spectacle. Tlic roaring, 
tumbling rapids above the falls were 
almost obliterated, and nothing but 
Ihe cold, black rocks were visible in all 
dirocJioiis. The news quickly spread, 
and crowds of spectators nocked to 
view Ihe scene, the banks on each side 
of the river being lined wllli people 
during the whole day. At test UWTC 
was a break in Ihe ice. It was released 
from its restraint, the pent-up wall of ' 
water rushed downward, and Niagara | 
was itself again.

In extreme types timidity approaches 
the malady of the will which the medi­ 
cal dictionaries call agoraphobia—tho 
dread of the crowd, of the gaze of 
other people. 
All public speakers 
have known this feeling—even, it is 
said, the brazen M. Rochefort. 
Ci­ 
cero, used as ho was to the rostrum, 
was prevented by ‘'blue funk*’from 
delivering his “Milonian” speech. M. 
Sarcey, who has lectured every week 
for twenty years, says he has never 
been able to conquer his timidity. 
Paillet, a famous Parisian advocate, 
was so nervous that he used to say ho 
half hoped somo accident would hap­ 
pen to him in the street on his way to 
tho court, so that he might be pre­ 
vented from appearing. 
Veteran act­ 
ors, when they are worth their salt, 
seldom get over their “stage-fright.”

The Tim e N iagara D ried Up. 


It seems almost Incredible that at one 
time in its history tlie greatest and 
most wonderful waterfall in the world 
actually ran dry. 
Nevertheless, it is 
an established fact that this occurred 
on March 29,1848, and for a few hours 
scarcely any water passed over Niag­ 
ara Falls. The winter of that year had 
been an exceptionally severe one, and 
ice of unusual thickness had formed on 
Lake Erie. 
The warm spring raJns 
loosened this congealed mass, and on 
the day in question a brisk east wind 
drove the ice far up into the lake. 
About sunset the wind suddenly veered 
round and blew a heavy gale from the 
west. This naturally turned the ice in 
its course, and, bringing it down to the 
mouth of the Niagara Kiver, piled it up 
in a solid, impenetrable wall. 


So closely was it packed aud so great 
was its force that in a short time the 
outlet to the lake was completely 
choked up, and little or no water could 
possibly escape, In a very short space 
of time the water below this frozen 
barrier passed over the falls, and the 
next morning the people living in the 
neighborhood were treated to a most 
extraordinary spectacle. The roaring, 
tumbling rapida above the falls were 
almost obliterated, and nothing but 
the cold, black rocks were visible, In all 
directions. The news quickly spread, 
and crowds of spectators nocked to 
view the scene, the banks on each side 
of the river being lined with people 
during the whole day. At last there 
was a break in the ive. It was released 
from its restraint, the pent-up wall of 
water rushed downward, and Niagara 
.was Itself again.

THE ENCHANTED 


TRACES OP HABITATION FOUND ON 


. THE TOP OF KATZIMO. 


Mr. Hodge Found a Few Shaft* and 


gtone Weapon*, but . the Kovky Menu- 
top HIM Bern Swept Bar* by Many 
8toruis-Once the 
Homo of ~ Indian*. 


Mr. F. W. Hodge of the ethnologi- 


cal lyireau writes for the Century an 
account of his "Ascent of the En- 
chanted Mesn," made last September. 


• Mr. Hodge-says: 


The rocky floor of the mesa-top had 


been swept and carved and swept 
again by the storm-demons of cen- 
turies since the "ancients" of the 
fleeting forms we saw on the roofs in 
the moonlight of the night before had 
descended the ladder-trail in the early 
morn of that i'atfcful day. 


Although the afternoon was still 


young, I at once saw that the remain- 
ing hours of daylight would not suffice 
for a thorough examination of the 
summit. Directing the two Laguuas 
below to gather together our blankets 
and a sufficient supply of provisions 
for a couple of meals.areconnoissance 
was begun, and in a few moments a 
fragment of greatly weather-worn an- 
cient pottery was picked up. 


The storm of the previous day, 


which drove the Indians from their 
religious ceremonies, and gave birth 
to the glittering little pools in the 
verdaut valley below, afforded facili- 
ties for observation on the summit 
that otherwise would not have been 
possible. 
Here and there in the 


rocky floor "pot-holes" had been 
«roded by wind and rain, and were 
now filled with water; but nowhere 
else on the entire summit had the rain 
found 
a resting-place. 
Over the 


brink it had poured in scores of catar- 
acts, carrying with it stones and such 
earth as it managed to gather from 
the scanty store yet remaining. 


The mesa-top was once covered with 


a fairly rich vegetation, piuous and 
cedars predominating; but most of 
these now stand gaunt and bare, or 
lie prone and decaying on the bleak 
surface, their means of subsistence 
having been long washed away. A 
few dozen 
more storms, and the 


others must inevitably perish. 
But 


the examination of the surface of 
Katzimo was not essential -to a deter- 
mination of the fact that it was for- 
merly mantled with a thick stratum 
of earth; the talus had already told 
the story that on the very site of their 
village the inhabitants of Katzimo had 
an abundance of material with which 
to make the balls of adobe mud de- 
scribed by one of the Spanish chron- 
iclers of the sixteenth century. 
The 


last remnants of their houses, together 
with the fragments of their household 
utensils, save such as we f ound,-passed 
over the brink generations ago; but 
one may still find an abundance of 
the latter 
scattered 
through 
the 


detritus which in places is piled half- 
way up the mesa's sides. 


We built a huge fire around one of 


the gaunt specters that stood about us 
with outstretched arms; soon there 
was a mighty blaze, and a shout of 
approval reached us from the two 
Lagunas below. 


The next morning, while aiding 


Major Pradt in making a survey of 
the mesa-top, I was not a little sur- 
prised to find three Acorna Indians 
among us. 
They were by no means 


friendly at first, for, having seen our 
fire the night before, they had come 
to the top by means of our ladders to 
learn the canse of this unusual burst 
of flame from their ancestral home 
site, and to onst the intruders from 
the height. The leader, who was the 
war chief of the tribe, and a medicine 
man, asked our bnsiness. 
We told 


him. The natives became interested, 
and said that their people had feared 
we were after their land. 
Being 


assured we had no desire to make our 
tfnture home on their dry sand-dunes 
or drier mesas, bat that we were 
merely looking for pottery fragments, 
the chief expressed serious doubt that 
any relics could be found, inasmuch 
as many ages bad 
passed since 


his people lived on the great table, and 
he believed all evidences of former 
occupancy had been swept or washed 
away. 
The interest of the three In- 


dians was quite apparent when I 
showed them the fragment of pottery 
picked up by Major Pradt the even- 
ing before, and they manifested no 
unwillingness to search for other pot- 
sherds when I made the suggestion. 
They were engaged in this quest only 
a short while when theyrehirnel with 
several frag nents of extremely an- 
cient, greatly worn ear t lieu ware, a 
large projectile-point, a portiou of a 
shell bracelet, and part<i of two grooved 
stone axes,ali lichen-flecked with age, 
and still moist from contact with the 
ground. 
Thoroughly satisfied with 


the outcome, I decided to bring the 
•work to a close as soon as the snrvey, 
the photographic work and the ex- 
amination of the general features of 
the mesa's summit were concluded.

AN APPALLING SILENCE 


WHEN NIAGARA FALLS RAN DRY JUST 


FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


All Day the Tinnier of the Cataract Wa« 


IInulled, the SmtHlug KwpItU Ceunetl to 
Kuur.lho Greut 1'rvrlplce Wax Bare from 
Shore to Short-, and 1'eoplo Wondered. 
"At 5 o'clock on the morning of 


March 31, 1848, just fifty years ago," 
said an old resident of western New- 
York, "I awoke with a sense of some- 
thing exceedingly strange oppressing 
me. I was bom twenty-five years be- 
fore with the roar of Niagara Falls in 
my ears, and had lived ever siuce then 
•within a mile of the thundering cata- 
ract. When I awoke that morning 
oppressed by that strange feehug, it 
•was some time before I discovered 
that it was caused by the unmistaka- 
ble and astounding fact that the rum- 
ble and roar of Niagara was gone. 


"When I realized this, my first 


thought was that I had become deaf 
during the night, but the ticking of a 
clock that I heard distinctly in an ad- 
joining room proved that my hearing 
Avas all right. The tumult of Niagara 
was stilled, nevertheless, and the un- 
wonted silence was something appall- 
ing. Certain that some nuheard-of 
catastrophe must be impending, I 
sprang out of bed, dressed hurriedly, 
and ran from the house. 
Early as it 


was, I found scores of people had 
been awakened as I had been, and 
were hurrying pell mell toward the 
falls to lean; what was the cause of 
the alarming quietude. 
It was soon 


learned, and a sight was witnessed at 
the Falls of Niagara, such as had 
never been seen before, at least by 
people then on earth, and it is not 
within the bounds of probability that 
such a sight will ever be witnessed 
again. "Where had been the river that 
for untold ages had rushed impetuous- 
ly on to form that stupendous cataract 
there was but a naked bed of jagged, 
black and slimy rooks, and the preci- 
pice over which it had hurled its 
mighty volume of thundering and rag- 
ing waters for all those ages was bare 
from shore to shore! Niagara was dry, 
or so nearly so, that the water that 
struggled over the great wall of rock 
was as but the tinkle of a mountain 
brook where the roar of that awful 
cataract had been. 


The American channel of the river 


had dwindled to the dimensions of a 
creek that one might easily step over, 
and the water that still ran in the 
British channel resembled some in- 
land river affected by a seAere August 
drought. 
Goat Island was as big as 


two Goat Islands, as the water had 
shrunk from every side of it, leaving 
a wide expanse of ragged, savage- 
looking rocks, which no eye, so far^as 
the record was, had ever seen before. 
The bed of the Canadian rapids, far 
out into the stream, was dry, as was 
the space between the lower end of 
Goat Island, and out beyond the 
tower, that well-remembered old land- 
mark, long since gone. 


"The 
rocks thus exposed 
were 


black and forbidding, giving the dry 
river bed the appearance of a tract of 
timber through which lire had swept, 
leaving only a myriad of charred 
stumps standing. The Three Sisters 
looked forlorn in their enhanced di- 
mensions. 
The great jet of water 


which had from time out of mind 
leaped into the air from the snarling 
rapids south of these islands, and is 
leaping there today, was not leaping 
that morning, and there was not 
enough left of the rapids to snarl. 


"People from the Canada side 


walked along the edge of the preci- 
pice, where only the day before a 
thousand-ton wall could not have sus- 
tained itself against the rush of wa- 
ters, and made their way easily to 
Goat Island on the American side 
without wetting their feet. The water 
in the river below the falls had of 
course shrunk in proportion, being no 
longer fed from above, revealing an 
array of irregular, pinacled rocks, that 
gave spectators for the first time an 
idea of the hidden perils, many of 
them had braved scores of times as 
passengers on the little Maid of the 
Mist, the famous little vessel that dai- 
ly forced its way through those waters, 
over those threatening rocks, to the 
foot of the falls. 
The entire scene 


was at once desolate, strange and aw- 
ful to contemplate. 
Ignorant of the 


cause of this incredible phenomenon, 
the people were filled with alarm and 
apprehension as to its meaning. Never- 
theless, they could not refrain from 
swarming over the dry bed of the 
river, and about the great barred 
precipice itself, exploring caves, dark 
recesses, cnrions formations in the 
rock?., and other remarkable features 
of the cataract and rapids, the exist- 
ence of which they had never dreamed 
of, and which no mortal eye had per- 
haps ever gazed upon before. A num- 
ber of ancient gnnbarrels were found 
among the rocks of Hie river bed 
above the rapids. Thomas C, Streeter, 
wuo had a grist mill on the Canada 
side of the river, drove with a horse 
and wagon across nearly to Goat Island, 
and a man named Holly, drove with a 
buggy from the head of Goat Island, 
clear to the spot where the leaping jet 
of water had alwayi writhed and 
foamed. 
He also en* several sticks of 


timber near the head of the Horseshoe 
Falls, had them hewed there, and 
hauled them away with four horses. 


"This extraordinary condition of af- 


fairs at Niagara continued all day, and 
there wa« no nign of a change when 
the disturbed people, weary of wait- 
ing for one, went to bed late that 
night. When we awoke the next morn- 
ing, however, the old familiar thunder 
of the falls was shaking the earth as 
before, and the river and rapids were 
again the rushing, seething, whirling, 
irresistible torrent as of old. 
Then 


we learned what had made Niagara 
run dry. 


"The winter of 1848 had been one 


of the coldest on record. 
Such ice 


had never been known there, I guess, 
as formed on Lake Erie that season. 
The break-up came earlier than usual 
though. Toward the end of March a 
stift' northeasterly wind came up, and 
its force was so great that it moved 
the great fields of ice, then entirely 
separated from the shores,up the lake, 
piling the floes in great banks as they 
moved. Toward night on March 30, 
the wind changed suddenly to the op- 
posite quarter, and became a tremen- 
dous gale. 
The lake's surface was 


packed with miniature icebergs, and 
those were hurled back by the storm 
with such force that a great dam was 
formed by them at the head of Niagara 
river. 
This dam was for the time so 


impregnable and complete that the 
current of water that finds its way 
from the lake in the rushing channel 
of that river, to be at last dashed over 
the gigantic precipice at the Falls of 
Niagara, was held in check, and only 
a very small portion of its usual vol- 
ume could find a passage through the 
great pack of ice. 
Consequently it 


was not long before the river above 
the falls was drained of its supply, 
and, as the ice dam was strong and 
stubborn, and held in place, by the 
time the morning of the 31st came 
the btream was virtually exhausted, and 
for twenty-four hours the thunderous 
voice of Niagara was hushed. 
Some 


time during the night of the 31st, or 
the early morning of April 1, the ice 
pack gave way under the great pres- 
sure from above, 
and the long-re- 


strained volume of water rushed down 
and reclaimed its own." 


A Novel Vessel. 


The curiosity is the British steam- 


ship Progressist, which arrived some 
days ago from Liverpool with a cargo 
of salt. Her peculiarity is in her lines. 
The ship is a large one, 2025 tons, and 
draws A\ hen fully loaded twenty feet 
of water. In build it seems to be a 
hybrid between an ordinary "tramp" 


! and a "whaleback." About three feet 


I above the water-line the sides of the 


I vessel seem to have collapsed, and for 


the length of the boat a wide shelf is 
formed about six feet at the widest 
part and tapering towards stem and 
stern to probably two feet. 
Above 


this, in the centre, the body of the 
ship goes up probably ten to twelve 
feet, and here are all the hatches and 
the gear and machinery for working. 
From a stern view the boat looks like 
nothing so much as a peg-top, and the 
side elevation is hardly less queer. It 
is the only ship of the kind that has 
ever been in Charleston harbor, and 
naturally excites a good deal of in- 
terest. The officers, as naturally they 
should, say that the build is excellent, 
and in many ways superior to the usual 
style of boat building, but mariners 
who sail other ships shake their heads 
and, pointing to the long shelves say: 
"What would a heavy sea do when 
crashing down upon that platform and 
finding no outlet?" They are of opin- 
ion that the Progressis was built as an 
experiment, and are inclined to think 
that it was not a success. But the 
fact remains that the Paogressist has 
been making ocean voyages for some 
time, and so far seems to have had 
plain sailing. Her last voyage was 
made in good time, and her carge ap- 
pears to be in excellent condition— 
Charleston News and Courier.

much armor she carries, and where 
the i-attcries are located. 


All this work was done by the 


kaiser personally. T3se tables, which 
are very large and elaborate, foavp n 
sketch of each ship, not a rongh draft, 
but an exact plan, drawn absolutely 
to scale. Every bit of armor is shown 
in blue tint. 
The size of each vessel, 


the armament, the deck plans, the 
size and purpose of masts, all are 
noted exactly. 
The entire table 


showing 108 ships, is said to have 
been designed in one day.—New York 
Press.

Mr. F, W. Hodgo of the ethnologi­ 
cal bureau writes for tho Century an 
account of his “Ascent of tho En­ 
chanted Mean,” made last September, 


< Mr* Hodge-says: 


The rocky floor o/ the mesa-top had 
been swept and carved and swept 
again by the storm-demons of cen­ 
turies since the “ancients” of the 
fleeting forms we saw on the roofs in 
the moonlight of the night before had 
descended tlieladder-trail in the early 
* morn of that fateful day. 


Although the afternoon was still 
young, I at once saw that the remain­ 
ing hours of daylight would not suflicfe 
{or a thorough examination of the 
anmmit. Directing the two Lagunas 
below to gather together our blankets 
and a sufficient supply of provisions 
for a couple of meals, a reconnoissanco 
was begun, and in a few momenta a 
fragment of greatly weather-worn an­ 
cient j)ottery was picked up. 


The storm of the previous day, 
which drove the Indians from their 
religious ceremonies, and gave birth 
to the glittering little pools in the 
verdant valley below, afforded facili­ 
ties for observation on the summit 
that otherwise would not have been 
possible. 
Here and there in the 
rocky floor “ pot-holes0 had been 
eroded by wind and rain, and were 
now filled with water; but nowhere 
else on the entire summit had the rain 
found 
a resting-place. 
Over 
the 
brink it had poured in scores of catar­ 
acts, carrying with it stones and such 
earth as it managed to gather from 
the scanty store yet remaining. 


The mesa-top was once covered with 
a fairly rich vegetation, pinons and 
cedars predominating; but most of 
these now stand gaunt and bare, or 
lie prone and decaying on the bleak 
surface, their means of subsistence 
having been long washed away. 
A 
few dozen 
more storms, and the 
others must inevitably perish. 
But 
the examination of the surface of 
Katzimo was not essential to a deter­ 
mination of the fact that it was for­ 
merly mantled with a thick stratum 
of earth; the talus had already told 
the story that on the very site of their 
village the inhabitants of Katzimo had 
an abundance of material with which 
to make the balls of adobe mud de­ 
scribed by one of the (Spanish chron­ 
iclers of the sixteenth century. 
The 
last remnants of their houses, together 
with the fragments of their household 
utensils, save such as we found, passed 
over the brink generations ago; but 
one may still find an abundance of 
the latter 
scattered 
through 
the 
detritus which in places is piled half­ 
way up the mesa’s sides. 


We built a huge fire around one of 
the gaunt specters that stood about us 
with outstretched arms; soou there 
was a mighty blaze, and a shout of 
approval reached us from the two 
Lagunas below. 


The next morning, while aiding 
Major Pradt in making a survey of 
the mesa-top, I was not a little sur­ 
prised to find three Acoma Indians 
among us. 
They were by no means 
friendly at first, for, having seen our 
fire the night before, they had come 
to the toj) by means of our ladders to 
learn the cause of this unusual burst 
of flamo from their ancestral home 
site, and to oust the intruders from 
the height. 
The leader, who was the 
war chief of the tribe, and a medicine 
man, asked our business. 
We told 
him. 
The natives became interested, 
and said that their people had feared 
we were after their land. 
Being 
assured we had no desire to make our 
future home on their dry sand-dunes 
or drier mesas, but that we were 
merely looking for pottery fragments, 
the chief expressed serious doubt that 
any relics could be found, inasmuch 
as 
many ages had 
passed 
since 
his people lived on tho great table,and 
he believed all evidences of former i 
occupancy had been swept or washed 1 
away. 
The interest of the three In­ 
dians was quite apparent when I 
showed them the fragment of pottery 
picked up by Major Pradt the even­ 
ing before, and they manifested no 
unwillingness to search for other pot­ 
sherds when I made the suggestion, 
They were engaged in this quest only 
a short while when they returned with 
several fragnentsof extremely an­ 
cient, greatly worn earthenware, a 
large projeetile^puint, a portion of a 
shell bracelet, and parts of two grooved 
stone axes,all lichen-flecked with age, 
and still moist from contact with the 
ground. 
Thoroughly satisfied with 
the outcome, I decided to bring the 
work to a close as soon as the survey, 
the photographic work and the ex­ 
amination of the general features of 
the mesa’s summit were concluded.

AN APrALLING SILENCE 


WHEN NIAGARA FALLS RAN DRY JUST 
FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


All D n y tho T ln u ler o f th o Catarnct Was 


llxinhrd, tho Sim rliug ltaphta Ceusml to 
Hour,tlio Grout P rerlp lro 
Bare from 


Shore to Shore» and p e o p le W ondered. 
“At 5 o’clock on the morning of 
March 31, 1848, just fifty years ago,” 
said an old resident of western New 
York, “I awoke with a sense of some­ 
thing exceedingly strange oppressing 
me. 
I was born twenty-five years be­ 
fore with the roar of Niagara Falls in 
my ears, aud had lived ever siuce then 
within a mile of the thundoriug cata­ 
ract. 
When I awoke that morning 
oppressed by that strange foeling, it 
was some time before I discovered 
that it was caused by tho unmistaka­ 
ble aud astounding fact that the rum­ 
ble and roar of Niagara was gone. 


“ When I realized this, my first 
thought was that I had become deaf 
during the night, but the ticking of a 
clock that I heard distinctly iu an ad- 
joiniug room proved that my hearing 
was all right. 
The tumult of Niagara 
was stilled, nevertheless, and the un­ 
wonted silence was something appall­ 
ing. 
Certain that some unheard-of 
catastrophe must be impeuding, 
I 
sprang out of bed, dressed hurriedly, 
and ran from the house. 
Early as it 
was, I found scores of people had 
been awakened as I had beeu, and 
were hurrying pell mell toward the 
falls to learn what was the cause of 
the alarming quietude. 
It was soon 
learned, and a sight was witnessed at 
tho Falls of Niagara, such as had 
never been seen before, at least bv 
9 
V 
people then on earth, and it is not 
within the bounds of probability that 
such a sight will ever be witnessed 
again. Where had been the river that 
for untold ages had rushed impetuous­ 
ly on to form that stupendous cataract 
there was but a naked bed of jagged, 
black and slimy rooks, and the preci­ 
pice over which it had hurled its 
mighty volume of thundering and rag­ 
ing waters for all those ages was bare 
from shore to shore! Niagara was dry, 
or so nearly so, that the -water that 
struggled over the great Avail of rock 
was as but the tinkle of a mountain 
brook where the roar of that awful 
cataract had been. 


The American channel of the river 
had dwindled to the dimensions of a 
creek that one might easily step over, 
and the water that still ran in the 
British chaunel resembled some in­ 
land river affected by a severe August 
drought. 
Goat Island was as big as 
two Goat Islands, as the water had 
shrunk from every side of it, leaving 
a wide expanse of ragged, savage- 
looking rocks, which no eye, so far£as 
the record was, had ever seen before. 
The bed of the Canadian rapids, far 
out into the stream, was dry, as was 
the space between the lower end of 
Goat Island, and out beyond the 
tower, that well-rememberecl old land­ 
mark, long since gone. 


“ The rocks thus exposed were 
black and forbidding, giving the dry 
river bed the appearance of a tract of 
timber through which lire had swept, 
leaving only a myriad of charred 
stumps stauding. 
The Three Sisters 
looked forlorn in their enhanced di­ 
mensions. 
The great jet of water 
which had from time out of mind 
leaped into the air from the snarling 
rapids south of these islands, and is 
leaping there today, was not leaping 
that morning, and there was not 
enough left of the rapids to snarl. 


“ People from the Canada 
side 
walked along the edge of the preci­ 
pice, where only the day before a 
thousand-ton wall could not have sus­ 
tained itself against the rush of wa­ 
ters, and made their way easily to 
Goat Island on the American side 
without wetting their feet. The water 
in the river below the falls had of 
course shrunk in proportion, being no 
longer fed from above, revealing an 
array of irregular, pinacled rocks, that 
gave spectators for the first time an 
idea of the hidden perils, many of 
them had braved scores of times as 
passengers on the little Maid of the 
Mist, the famous little vessel that dai­ 
ly forced its way through those waters, 
over those threatening rocks, to the 
foot of the falls. 
The entire scene 
was at once desolate, strange and aw­ 
ful to contemplate. 
Ignorant of the 
cause of this incredible phenomenon, 
the people were filled with alarm and 
apprehension as to its meaning. Never­ 
theless, they could not refrain from 
swarming over the dry bed of the 
river, and about the great barred 
precipice itself, exploring caves, dark 
recesses, curious formations in the 
rocks, and other remarkable features 
of tho cataract and rapids, the exist­ 
ence of which they had never dreamed 
of, and which no mortal eye had per­ 
haps ever gazed upon before. 
A num­ 
ber of ancient gunbarrels were found 
among the rocks of the river bed 
above the rapids. Thomas C, Streeter, 
M'ho had a grist mill on the Canada 
side of the river, drove with a horse 
and wagon across nearly to Goat Island, 
and a man named Holly, drove with a 
buggy from the head of Goat Island, 
clear to the spot where the leaping jet 
of water had always writhed and 
foamed. 
He also cut several sticks of 
timber near the head of the Horseshoe 
Falls, had them hewed there, and 
hauled them away with four kor»es. 


I 


“ This extraordinary condition of af­ 
fairs at Niagara continued all day, and 
there was no sign of a change when 
the disturbed people, weary of wait­ 
ing for one, went to bed late that 
night. When we awoke the next morn­ 
ing, however, the old familiar thunder 
of the falls was shaking the earth as 
before, and tho river and rapids were 
again the rushiug, seething, whirling, 
irresistible torrent as of old. 
Then 
wo learned what had made Niagara 
run dry. 


“ Tho winter of 1848 had beeu one 
of the coldest on record. 
Such ice 
had never been known there, I guess, 
as formed on Lake Erie that season. 
The break-up came earlier than usual 
though. 
Toward the end of March a 
stiff northeasterly wind came up, and 
its force was so great that it moved 
the great fields of ice, then entirely 
separated from tho shores,up the lake, 
piling the floes in great banks as they 
moved. 
Toward night on March 30, 
the wind changed suddenly to tho op­ 
posite quarter, and became a tremen­ 
dous gale. 
The lake’s surface was 
packed with miniature icebergs, and 
those were hurled back by the storm 
with such force that a great dam Avas 
formed by them at tho head of Niagara 
river. 
This dam was for tho time so 
impregnable and complete that tho 
current of water that finds its way 
from the lake in the rushing channel 
of that river, to be at last dashed over 
the gigantic precipice at the Falls of 
Niagara, was held in check, and only 
a very small portion of its usual vol­ 
ume could find a passage through the 
great pack of ice. 
Consequently it 
was not long before the river above 
the falls was drained of its supply, 
and, as the ice dam was strong and 
stubborn, and held in place, by the 
time the morning of the 31st came 
the stream was virtually exhausted, and 
for twenty-four hours the thunderous 
voice of Niagara was hushed. 
Some 
time during the night of the 31st, or 
the early morning of April 1, the ice 
pack gave way under the great pres­ 
sure from above, 
and the long-re­ 
strained volume of water rushed down 
and reclaimed its own.” 


A N o v e l V essel. 


The curiosity is the British steam­ 
ship Progressist, w'liicli arrived some 
days ago from Liverpool with a cargo 
of salt. Her peculiarity is in her lines. 
The ship is a large one, 2025 tons, and 
draws when fully loaded twenty feet 
of water. 
In build it seems to be a 
hybrid between an ordinary “ tramp” 
and a “ whaleback.” About three feet 
above the water-line the sides of the 
vessel seem to have collapsed, and for 
the length of the boat a wide shelf is 
formed about six feet at the widest 
part and tapering towards stem and 
stern to probably two feet. 
Above 
this, in the centre, the body of the 
ship goes up probably ten to twelve 
feet, and here are all the hatches and 
the gear and machinery for working. 
From a stern view the boat looks like 
nothing so much as a peg-top, and the 
side elevation is hardly less queer. It 
is the only ship of the kind that has 
ever been iu Charleston harbor, and 
naturally excites a good deal of in­ 
terest. 
The officers, as naturally they 
should, say that the build is excellent, 
and in many ways superior to the usual 
style of boat building, but mariners 
who sail other ships shake their heads 
and, pointing to the long shelves say: 
“ What would a heavy sea do when 
crashing down upon that platform and 
finding no outlet?” They are of opin­ 
ion that the Progressis was built as an 
experiment, and are inclined to think 
that it was not a success. 
But the 
fact remains that the Paogressist has 
been making ocean voyages for some 
time, and so far seems to have had 
plain sailing. 
Her last voyage was 
made in good time, and her carge ap­ 
pears to be in excellent condition— 
Charleston News and Courier. 


'W onderful K a iser 'W ilhelm , 


That strange and versatile character, 
Kaiser Wilhelm, who, besides doing a 
large and extensive business as em­ 
peror, runs many side enterprises, 
such as art, literature, drama, yacht­ 
ing, shooting and oratory, has just 
exerted his talent in another direc­ 
tion. 
He has shown what he can do 
as a naval draughtsman, and, inci­ 
dentally, how much ho knows about 
tho fleets ot* his dear neighbors—the 
French. 
He has made up a complete 
table—in pictures—of the ships of the 
French navy, showing, by the use of 
colors, to what class each vessel be­ 
longs, what her strength is, how 
much armor she carries, and where 
the batteries are located. 


All this work was done by the 
kaiser personally. The tables, which 
are very large and elaborate, have a 
sketch of each ship, not a rough draft, 
but an exact plan, drawn absolutely 
to scale. Every bit of armor is shown 
in blue tint. 
The size of each vessel, 
the armament, the deck plans, the 
size and purpose of masts, all are 
noted exactly. 
The entire 
table 
showing 108 ships, is said to have 
been designed in one djiy,—New York 
Press.

Missionaries sent out by the Womans1

massacred in Africa ou April 30th. There 
were six at Rotafunk, the headquarters 
of tfje Womans’ work, five of which were 
killed Rev. McGrew and wife were kill­ 
ed at Trama Station. Rev. J. Ji. Hughes 
and wife were killed at Aveiy Station. 
At Danville Mr. Wilberforce, wife and 
four childeren, Prof. Clement, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Cobe, those massacred, were 
natives, and had been educated at our 
schools. Mr. Wilberforce had been sent 
to America and given a thorough edu­ 
cation, then returned and was doing good 
work among his people. The trouble was 
caused by a tax being imposed on them 
by the English government, and they 
thought the missionaries were the fault 
of it.^ All the Buildings belonging to the 
mission were destroyed.

It may 
be thoroughly ventilated, and the air 
be made as fresh and pure as the air 
outdoors.—New York Tribune.

A Cure for Mildew. 


The laundress is, of course, to 
blame for scorch or mildew. 
It is 
said that when linens 
are 
badly 
scorched the spot can be removed if 
treated in the following manner: 
Ex­ 
tract the juice from two peeled onions, 
and put it into an agate or granite 
vessel. 
Add to it half au ounce of 
white castile soap, cut into small 
pieces, and two ounces of fuller’s' 
earth. 
Mix them together, and then 
stir in one cup of vinegar. 
Stand the 
vessel over the fire, and let its con­ 
tents thoroughly boil. When the mix­ 
ture has become cool, spread it over 
the scorched linen and let it dry upon 
the cloth. 
When well dried wash out 
the linen. 


Washing; Itertding. 


It saves a great deal of trouble to 
wash up the heavy bedding by degi ees 
instead of doing it all one day in the 
season set aside for it. 
There are al­ 
ways some counterpanes and some 
blaukets that are ready to be washed 
and put away for the season as early as 
March. 
At this season the washings 
are usually light, and one or two of 
these pieces can be washed 011 Mon* 
day every week without interfering 
with the other washing. A windy day 
is not a good day to dry blankets, but 
blankets can be dried in a well venti­ 
lated kitchen, and dried better and 
more quickly than any other way. 
It 
shrinks them to expose them to the 
suus of summer or the frosts of win­ 
ter. 
The only objection to drying 
blankets in the house is the “ stuffy,” 
unpleasant odor that may be acquired. 
This is obviated by ventilating the 
room thoroughly while they are dry­ 
ing. 
The night, when there is 110 one 
in the room, is the proper^time to use 
the kitchen as a dryiug-room. It may 
be thoroughly ventilated, and tho air 
be made as fresh and pure as the air 
outdoors.—New York Tribune. 


K e c lp e s. 


French Bean Salad—Cut the beans 
into long strips and boil till tender; 
drain thoroughly, and allow them to 
be quite cold before putting into the 
bowl. 
Add to these two tablespoon­ 
fuls of chopped parsley or chervil,and 
dress at the last moment with vinegar, 
salt, pepper and plenty of oil. 


Bread Cake — Separate from the 
dough, when making common white 
bread, as much as is sufficient for a 
quarter loaf. 
Knead well into this 
two ounces of moist sugar, the same 
quantity of butter and half a pound 
of currants; warm the butter in a tea­ 
cupful of good milk. When thorough­ 
ly kneaded, make the dough into the 
form of a cake and bake in a tin. 


Swiss Roll—Sift together a full tea­ 
cupful of flour and a scant half tea­ 
spoonful of baking powder, add a 
pinch of salt and as much sugar as 
you have flour. 
Beat two whole eggs 
till light, make a nice batter, not too 
thick, with the flour, etc., pour into a 
well-greased baking tin, not too thick, 
and bake from six to ten minutes in a 
sharp oven. 
Turn out the sheet of 
paste, spread thickly with any pre­ 
ferred jam, roll up and dust it with 
sugar. 


Maple Sugar Cake—Make a plain 
cake for three layers. 
When cold, 
put 
between 
them 
and on 
the 
last cake a maple sugar 
frosting: 
Take two cups of maple sugar, one 
cup of water, (or two and one-half 
cups maple syrup, no water); boil un­ 
til the syrup will fall from the spoon 
in threads. 
Beat the whites of three 
eggs to a stiff froth, and pour 4the hot 
syrup over, beating hard with a spoon 
alter the egg beater has made it 
smooth. 
It is very nice indeed. 


Macaroni with Chopped Ham—Boil 
the macaroni in salted water till ten* 
der, blanch it and put it in a shallow 
baking dish. 
Sprinkle with a cup ol 
finely-minced hiun seasoned with mus­ 
tard, and cover with a white sauce. 
The sauce is made by cooking a table­ 
spoonful of flour in one of hot butter, 
adding gradually one cup of hot milk, 
and when the ham is used, one raw 
egg beaten in, 
After the sauce is 
poured over the ham and macaroni, 
moisten two-thirds of a cup of fine 
cracker crumbs in melted 
butter, 
sprinkle over the top of tho mixture, 
and bake till the crumbs are brown.

which came my way the other day 
that but 2,636,615 Spanish women can 
read1 or write. 
This fraction is al- 


most as big as the male army that 
knows its own language. 
It is a 


pitiful showing, but it is only the be- 
ginning of the table of female wretch- 
edness. The municipalities list 51,- 
946 professional beggars who wear 
petticoats. > Then there are 828,531 
woraeu who earn their living by work- 
ing in the farm 
fields. 
There are 


329,596 women rated as clay servants 
who get bnt little more than board and 
shelter for their work, and in all the 
dying dynasty there are bnt 719,000 
girls iu the schools of any kim1,pnblic 
or private. 
There are twice as many 


female mendicants as male. The cen- 
sus shows that 6,764,406 woraeii ha've 
neither professions nor trades,and are 
altogether dependent upon charity, 
the possibility of getting married, or 
hard labor at starvation wages. 


The same lamentable condition of 


the Spanish woman is shown by a 
glance at another side of her life. 
The kingdom has bnt seventy-four 
women classed as literary writers. 
There are but seventy-eight women 
physicians in the mother country and 
ail the provinces. The women school 
teachers number only 14,400, as com- 
pared with 24,612 men, but this does 
not include the nuns, who are classed 
by themselves, and number 28,540. 


Spanish women who are fortunate 


live in the most magnificent homes 
and seem never to bother their heads 
about the poorer sisters at. their doors. 
The favorite resort for the grande 
senoras is San Sebastian,and the lives 
the careless Spanish women of fashion 
lead there during the summer are said 
to be a scandal over allJSurope. There 
is scarcely a pretence at propriety or 
even ordinary conventionality. As in 
France, a majority of the young girls 
of the best i'aniilies are educated in 
the convents. 
Their greatest ac- 


complishment is embroidery, and they 
sit and sit and sit at their knitting 
until some man from an ancient and 
bankrupt house or a bnll-raising plan- 
tation comes along and marries them. 
Club life is linkmSwn. Marriages are 
celebrated very early in life, and but 
few people who get weary of these 
early alliances ever go to the trouble 
and formality of getting a divorce. 
The unhappy couples simply divide 
up the household things and live the 
balance of their lives the best way 
they can. 


Spanish women, as I have found, 


have very little outdoor amusement. 
The bicycle is just beginning to be 
admitted, but under protest. 
The 


young women love their queen nest to 
pretty frocks and glittering fans and 
bright ribbons. 
They flock to the 


cruel shows in the bull riugs and 
laugh and cheer at the horrible spec- 
tacles. They show no more pity than 
an American girl bestows upon the 
dashing hardships which the average 
tennis player or the golfer undergoes 
when he performs in-a broiling sun to 
amuse her.—Chicago Times-Herald.

cidedly better than thqy could get in 
the navies or merchants marines of 
their own countries. 


Another poteut cause of the good 


quality of the American luan-o'war's 
men of the present day is more intell- 
igent treatment. In the day* of the 
"old" navy the men were allowed .to 
draw but a small fraction of their pay 
each mouth, the remainder -accumula- 
ting until the end of the period of en- 
listment. The tiunl balance due was 
paid in full at the time of discharge. 
The men, unaccustomed to handling 
much money at a time, did not know 
the value of what they had received, 
so they squandered their money. Quite 
likely they became the prey of sharp- 
ers. In either event they were com- 
pelled to re-enlist soon, and in dismal 
spirits.

Knowing that 
it would be a long time before they 
would get on land again, the men thus 
freed would endeavor to concentrate 
as much revelry as possible in the 
short period given, and were usually 
regardless of consequences.

General Shat- 
ter is thus free to move in either di- 
rection according to the demands of 
tbe campaign.

and buried, while many other bodies 
arc undoubtedly lying in the thick un^ 
derbrush. 


That the ficrht »did not end in the 
complete slaughter of the Americans 
was not due to any miscalculations in 
the plan of the Spaniards, for as per^ 
foct an amimsrade as was ever formed 
In the brain of an Apache Indian was 
prepared, 
and 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Hoosevelt and his rough riders walked 
squarely Into it. 
For an hour and a 
half they held .their ground under a 
perfect storm of bullets from the front 
and sides, and then Colonel Wood at 
the right and Lieutenant Colonel Ritose- 
velt at the left led a charge which turn- 
ed the tide of battle and sent the enemy 
flying over the hills toward Santiago. 


General Young commanded the expe- 
dition, and was with the regulars,while 
Colonel AVood directed the'^operations of 
the I'ough riders several miles west.

Cemmortoro Watsou to Sail With n

Washington, June 29.—On 
Wednes- 
day of last week 
Admiral 
Sampson 
and General Shafter established direct 
telegraphic communication with Wash- 
ington, having removed the cable sta- 
tion fi*om Camp McCalla to Playa del 
Este to be nearer the landing place of 
the inva^ding army. As the government 
controls the cable but little news is 
allowed to slip through. 
Both the gen- 
eral and the admiral cabled that the 
landing of the army was proceeding 
Batisfactorily, with no resistance from 
the Spaniards. 
Ciur war vessels shelled 
the vicinity before the landing. A dis- 
patch from Havana slates that Cap- 
tain General Blanco has not decided 
against the exc-hange of Hobson and 
the other Merrimao heroes, but he will 
not 
consider such 
a proposition 
at 
present, owing to the knowledge these 
men have acquired of Cuba's defenses. 
Mothers of this section who have boys 
with 
General Lee's 
troops in 
Camp 
Cuba Libre, at Jacksonville, are offi- 
cially informed that the health erf the 
camp is ercc ellent, there being but 1 
per cent in the hospital, and there are 
no hardships. 


On Thursday came the news of the 
landing of General Shafter's full force 
a t Baiquiri, 12 miles from 
Santiago, 
which was accomplished without the. 
loss of a man and with little or no re- 
sistance on the part of the Spaniards, 
the landing being 
protected by 
our 
wax'shlps. 
Two 
hundred 
Americans 
and 50 Cubans had a skirmish Inland 
with 450 Spaniards, 
The enemy's fiight 
was shameful. 
Sixty Spaniards were 
killed and 16 wounded, besides 16 being 
captured, including one officer. 
The 
Cuban-American loss was two killed 
and three wounded. 
President 
Mc- 
Kinley's nephews, J. D. Barber and J. 
F. McKinley, have entered the army 
as privates in an Ohio regiment. 
Ef- ' 
forts were made to have them made 
second lieutenants, but the president 
declined to use his authority in placing 
relatives above trained soldiers. 
An- 
other expedition, 1,600 men, left New- 
port News on the cruiser Yale to join 
Shafter's army. 
All 
non-combatants 
who have been captured on Spanish 
vessels during the war are to be turn- 
ed over to the French and German am- 
bassadors, 
who 
will st?nd 
them 
to 
Spain. 
Arrangements have been per- 
fected for promptly forwarding mail 
to our soldiery In Cuba, 


On Friday there was some desperate 
fighting 
within five miles of Santiago, 
resulting 
in victory 
for 
our 
troops, 
though 16 of our men were killed and 
60 wounded or missing. 
The Spanish 
loss was much heavier. 
Iloosevelt's 
rough ridersj played a b/illiant part in 
the fight, and left half a dozen of their 
number dead on the field. Among the 
killed in that regiment was Sergeant 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., a grandson of the 
late Hamilton Fish, who was secretary 
of state In Grant's cabinet. 
Secretary 
Long wrote a letter of thanks to Naval

T h e T i m e Xia^^ara D r i e d Up. 


It seems almost incredible that at ono 
time in Its history the greatest aud 
most Avonderful waterfall in the "world 
actually run dry. Nevertheless, It is 
au established fact that this occurred 
on March 29, 1848, and for a few hours 
scarcely any water passed over Niag- 
ara Falls. The winter of that year had 
been an exceptionally severe one, and 
[ce of unusual thickness had formed on 
Lake Erie. 
The warm spring niins 
loosened this congealed mass, and on 
the day In question a brisk oast wind 
drove 
the Ice far up into the lake. 
About s u n ^ t the wind suddenly veered 
round and blew a heavy gale from the 
west. This naturally turned Uie ice In 
Its course, and, bringing it down to the 
mouth of the Niagara Kiver, piled It un 
in a solid. Impenetrable wall. 


So closely was It packed aud so great 
was Its force that in a short time the 
outlet 
to the lake was completely 
choked up, and little or no water could 
possibly escape. In a very short si)ace 
of time the water below this frozen 
barrier passed over the falls, and the 
next jnorning the people living in the 
neighborhood were treated to a most 
extraordinary spectiicle. The roaring, 
tumbling rapids above the falls were 
Ulmost obliterated, and nothing 
Jjut 
the cold, black rocks wore visible, in alj 
directions. The news quickly sjn-ead, 
and crowds of spectators nocked to 
view the scene, the banks on each side 
of the river being lined with people 
during the whole day. At lust tjiere 
was a break in the ive. It Avas released 
from its restraint, the pent-up wall of 
water rushed downward, and Niagara i 
.was itself again.

THE ENCHANTED MESA. 


TRACES OF HABITATION FOUND ON 
THE TOP OF KATZIMO. 


Sir. Hndco Foiitiil a Foir 
f^hnfl!« and 


Mtono'Wenponff, but tho Korky >Ioaa- 
tnp ITfiS n^pii Swept 
Bare by Many 


Storms—Once the 
Uoiiio of 
IiullaiiB« 


Mr. F, W. Hodgo of the ethnologi- 
c»l b^ureau Myites for tho Century an 
accouut 
of his 
*'Ascent of tho En- 
chanted Mesa," made last September, 
1 Mr. Hodge-says: 


The rocky floor of thé movsa-top had 
been swept and 
carved and 
swept 
again by the 
Htorni-demons of 
cen- 
turies since the 
''ancients" 
of the 
fléeting forms we saw on the roofs in 
the moonlight of the night before had 
descended the ladder-trail in the eai'lv 
• morn of that fati»ful day. 


Although the afternoon was still 
young, I at once saw that the remain- 
ing hours of daylight would not suiiicb 
for a thorough examination of 
the 
anmmit. 
Directing the two Laguuas 
below to gather together our blankets 
and a sufficient supply of 
provisions 
for a couple of meals,a reconnoissance 
was begun, and in a few moments a 
fragment of greatly weather-worn an- 
cient x^ottery was picked up. 


The storm of the previous day, 
nvhich drove the Indians from their 
religious ceremonies, and gave birth 
to the glittering little pools in the 
verdant valley below, afforded facili- 
ties for observation on the summit 
that otherwise would not have been 
possible. 
Here and there in 
the 
rocky 
floor 
"pot-holes" 
had 
been 
eroded by wind and rain, 
and wero 
now filled with water; but nowhere 
else on the entire summit had the rain 
found 
a resting-place. 
Over 
the 
brink it had poured in scores of catar- 
acts, carrying with it stones and such 
earth as it managed to gather from 
the scanty store yet remaining. 


The mesa-top was once covered with 
a fairly rich vegetation, pinons 
and 
cedars predominating; but 
most of 
these now stand gaunt and bare, or 
lie prone and decaying on the bleak 
surface, their means of 
subsistence 
having been long washed away. 
A 
few dozen 
more storms, 
and 
the 
others must inevitably perish. 
But 
the examination 
of the surface of 
Katzimo Avas not essential to a deter- 
mination of the fact that it was for- 
merly mau tied with a thick stratum 
of earth; tho talus had already told 
the story that on the very site of their 
village the inhabitants of Katzimo had 
an ai)undance of material with which 
to make the balls of adobe mud de- 
scribed by one of- the (Spanish chron- 
iclers of the sixteenth century. 
The 
Cast remnants of their houses, together 
with the fragments of their household 
utensils, save such as we found, passed 
over the brink 
generations ago; 
but 
one may still lind an abundance of 
the 
latter 
scattered 
through 
the 
detritus which in places is piled half- 
way up the mesa's sides. 


We built a huge fire around one of 
the gaunt specters that stood about us 
with outstretched 
arms; soon there 
was a mighty blaze, and a shout of 
approval reac-hed us from the two 
Lagunas beluw. 


The next morning, 
while aiding 
Major Pradt in making a survey of 
the mesa-top, I 
was not a little sur- 
prised to find three Acoma 
Indians 
among us. 
They were by no means 
friendly at first, for, having seen our 
fire the night before, they had come 
tu the top by means of our ladders to 
learn the cause of this unusual burst 
of flame from their ancestral home 
Bite, and to oust the intrudprs from 
the height. 
The leader, Avho was the 
war chief of the tribe, and a medicine 
man, asked our 
business. 
We told 
him. 
The natives became interested, 
and said that their people Imd feared 
we were after their 
land. 
Being 
assured we had no desire to make our 
f u t u r e home on their dry sand-dunes 
or drier mesas, 
but 
that we were 
merely looking for pottery fragments, 
the chief expressed serious doubt that 
any relics could be found, inasmuch 
as 
many ages had 
passed 
since 
his people lived on the great table,and 
he believed 
all evidences of former 
occuiDancy had been swept or washed 
away. 
The interest of the three In- 
dians 
Avas quite apparent 
wlien I 
showed them the fragment of pottery 
piclted up by Major Pradt the even- 
ing before, 
and they manifested no 
unwillingness to search for other pot- 
sherds when I made the suggestion. 
They were engaged in this quest only 
a short while when they returned with 
several 
frag nents of extremely 
an- 
cient, 
greatly worn eartli^enware, a 
large projectile^puint, 
a portion of a 
shell bracelet, and parts of two grooved 
etone axes,all lichen-flecked with age, 
and still moist from contact with the 
ground. 
Thoroughly 
satisfied with 
the outcome, 
I 
decided to bring the 
•work to a close as soon as the survey, 
the photographie work 
and the ex- 
amination of the general features of 
the mesa's summit were concluded.

Story Told nt the i^xpoiiso of a Millionaire 
Hrewor oT Mllwnukcc» 


J. G. Nolen, who is an old-thrier in 
the electrical construction business, 
tells^ a story on 
''Val" Blatz, th< 
millionaire brewer of Milwaukeo. 


"Our company had had some corre- 
spondence with Mr. Blatz regarding 
the putting iu of a telephone plant in 
his big brewery establishment and I 
was sent up to try to close a deal,

AX ArPALLING SILEXCE 


WHEN NIAGARA FALLS RAN DRY JUST 
FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


All Day the Thtulor of tho Cfttftrnot Whb 
lIURhod, tho SiiiirliiiK Uftphls C«H»f»il to 
Koar,tho Grout Prerlpiro Wa* lUiro from 
Shore to Shore» and Vcoplo M'ondertuI, 
"At 5 o'clock on the morning of 
March 31, 1848, just fifty years ago,'* 
said an old resident of western New 
York, " I awoke with a sense of some- 
thing exceedingly strange oppressing 
me. 
I was born twenty-five years be- 
fore with the roar of Niagara Falls in 
my ears, and had lived ever since then 
within a mile of the thundering cata- 
ract, 
When I awoke that morning 
oppressed by that strange foeling, it 
was some time before I discovered 
that it was caused by the unmistaka- 
ble and astounding fact that the rum- 
ble and roar of Niagara was gone. 


'•When I realized this, my 
first 
thought was that I had become deaf 
during the night, but tire ticking of a 
clock that I heard distinctly in an ad- 
joining room proved that my hearing 
was all right. 
The tumult of Niagara 
was stilled, nevertheless, and the un- 
wonted silence was something appall- 
ing. 
Certain that some 
unheard-of 
catastrophe must be impeudixig, 
I 
sprang out of bed, dressed hiu'riedly, 
and ran from tho house. 
Early as it 
was, I found scores of people 
had 
been awakened as I had been, and 
were hurrying pell mell toward the 
falls to learn what was the catise of 
the alarming quietude. 
It was soon 
learned, and a sight was witnessed at 
tho Falls of Niagara, such as had 
never been seen before, at least bv 
people then on earth, and it is not 
within the bounds of probability that 
such a sight will ever be witnessed 
again. Where had been the river that 
for untold ages had rushed impetuous- 
ly on to form that stupemhms cataract 
there was but a naked bed of jagged, 
black and slimy rooks, and the preci- 
pice over which it had hurled its 
mighty volume of thundering and rag- 
ing waters for all those ages was bare 
from shore to shore! Niagara was dry, 
or so nearly so, that the water that 
struggled over the great Avail of rock 
was as but the tinkle of a mountain 
brook where the roar of that awful 
cataract had been. 


The American channel of the river 
had dwindled to the dimensions of a 
creek that one might easily step over, 
and the water that still ran in the 
British channel resembled some in- 
land river afiected by a severe August 
drought, 
(xoat Island was as big as 
two Goat Islands, as the water had 
shrunk from every side of it, leaving 
a wide expanse of raggad, savage- 
looking rocks, which no eye, so far£as 
the record was, had ever seen before. 
The bed of the Canadian rapids, far 
out into the stream, was dry, as was 
the space between the lower end of 
Groat Island, 
and out beyond 
the 
tower, that well-remembered old land- 
mark, long since gone. 


"The 
rocks thus exposed 
were 
black and forbidding, giving the dry 
river bed the appearance of a tract of 
timber through Avhich lire had swept, 
leaving only a myriad of charred 
stumi)s standing. 
The Three Sisters 
looked forlorn in their enhanced di- 
mensions. 
The great jet of 
water 
which had from time out of mind 
leaped into the air from the snarling 
rapids south of these islands, and is 
leajnng there today, Avas not leaping 
that morning, and there was 
not 
enough left of the rapids to snarl. 


"People from the 
Canada 
side 
walked along the edge of the preci- 
l^ice, where only the day before a 
thousand-ton wall could not have sus- 
tained itself against the rush of wa- 
ters, and made their way easily to 
Goat Island on the American side 
without wetting their feet. The water 
in the river below the falls had of 
course shrunk in projjortion, being no 
longer fed from above, revealing an 
array of irregular, pinacled rocks, that 
gave spectators for the first time an 
idea of the hidden perils, many of 
them had braved scores of times as 
passengers on the little Maid of the 
Mi^t, the famous little vessel that dai- 
ly forced its way through those Avaters, 
over those threatening rocks, to the 
foot of the falls. 
The entire scene 
was at once desolate, strange and aw- 
ful to contemiilate. 
Ignorant of the 
cause of this incredible phenomenon, 
tho i^eople were filled with alarm and 
apprehension as to its meaning. Never- 
theless, they could not refrain from 
SAvarming over the dry bed of the 
river, 
and abuut the great barred 
jn-ecipice itself, exiJloring caves, dark 
recesses, curious formations in the 
rocks, and other remarkable features 
of the cataract and raj^ids, "the exist- 
ence of which they had never dreamed 
of, and which no mortal eye had per- 
haps ever gazed upon before, 
A num- 
ber of ancient gunbarrels were found 
among the rocks of 
the river bed 
above the rapids, Thomas 0, Streeter, 
M'ho had a grist mill on the Canada 
side of the j'iver, drove with a horse 
and wagon across nearly to Goat Island, 
and a nmn named Holly, drove Avith a 
buggy from the head of Goat Island, 
clear to the spot Avhere the leaping jet 
of Avater had always writhed 
and 
foamed. 
He also cut several sticks of 
timber near the head of the Horseshoe 
Falls, had them hewed there, and 
hauled them away with four lxor»«a. 


"This extraordinary condition of af- 
fairs at Niagara continued all day, and 
there Avas no sign of a change Avhen 
the disturbed people, weary of Avait- 
ing for one, Avent to bed late that 
night. When AvoaAvoke the next morn- 
ing, however, the old familiar thunder 
of the falls Avas shaking the earth as 
before, and the river and rapids Avero 
again the rushing, seething, Avhirling, 
irresistible torrent aa of old. 
Then 
Ave learned what had made Niagara 
run dry. 


"The Avinter of 1848 had been one 
of the coldest on record. 
Such ice 
had never been known there, I guess, 
as formed on Lake Erie that season. 
The break-up came earlier than usual 
though. 
ToAvard the end of March a 
stiti' northeasterly Avind came up, and 
its force Avas so great that it moved 
the great fields of ice, then entirely 
separated from tho shores,iip the lake, 
piling the floes in great banks as they 
moved. 
Toward night on March 30, 
the Avind changed suddenly to the op- 
posite quarter, and became a tremen- 
dous gale. 
The lake's surface Avaa 
packed Avith miniature icebergs, 
and 
those Avere hurled back by the storm 
Avith such force that a great dam Avaa 
formed by them at the head of Niagara 
riA'er. 
This dam Avas for the time so 
impregnable and complete that tho 
current of Avater that finds its Avav 
from the lake in the rushing channel 
of that river, to be at last dashed over 
the gigantic precipice at the Falls of 
Niagara, Avas held in check, and only 
a very small portion of its usual vol- 
ume could find a iDassage through the 
great pack of ice. 
Consequently it 
Avas not long before the river above 
the falls Avas drained of its supply, 
and, as the ice dam Avas strong and 
stubborn, and held in place, by the 
, time the morning of the 81st came 
the stream was virtually exhausted, and 
for tAventy-four hours the thunderous 
I voice of Niagara Avas hushed. 
Some 
time during the night of the 31st, or 
the early morning of Ajn-il 1, the ice 
pack gave Avay under the great pres- 
sure from above, 
and the long-re- 
strained A'olume of Avaterrushed doAvn 
and reclaimed its own,'* 


A Novel Vessel. 


The curiosity is the British steain- 
ship Progressist, Avhich arrived some 
days ago from Liverpool Avith a cargo 
of salt. Her peculiarityis in her lines. 
The ship is a large one, 2025 tons, and 
draAvs Avhen fully loaded tAventy feet 
of Avater. 
In build it seems to be a 
hybrid betAveen an ordinary 
"tramp" 
and a "whaleback." 
About three feet 
above the water-line tho sides of the 
A'essel seem to have collai)scd, and for 
the length of the boat a Avide shelf is 
formed about six feet 
at the Avidest 
part and tapering tOAvards stem and 
stern to probably 
tAvo feet. 
Above 
this, in the centre, the body of 
the 
ship goes lip probably ten to tAvelve 
feet, and here arc all the hatches and 
the gear and machinery for Avorking, 
From astern A'iew the boat looks like 
nothing so much as a peg-top, and the 
side elevation is hardly less queer. It 
is the only ship of the kind that has 
ever been in Charleston harbor, and 
naturally excites a good deal of 
in- 
terest. 
The officers, as naturally they 
should, say that the build is excellent, 
and in many ways superior to the usual 
style of boat building, but mariners 
Avho sail other ships shake their heads 
and, pointing to the long shelves say: 
"What Avould a heavy sea do 
Avhen 
crashing doAvn upon that platform and 
finding no outlet?'' They are of opin- 
ion that the Progressis Avas built as an 
experiment, and are inclined to think 
that it Avas not a success. 
But 
the 
fact remains that the Paogressist has 
been making ocean voyages for some 
time, and so far seems to haA'e had 
plain sailing. 
Her last voyage 
Avas 
made in good time, and her carge ap- 
pears to be in excellent condition— 
Charleston News and Courier. 


WoiHlerful Kiilscr AVUhelin. 


That strange and versatile character, 
Kaiser Wilhelm, AVIIO, besides doing a 
large and extensive business 
as em- 
peror, runs many side 
enterprises, 
such as art, literature, drama, yacht-

Ho has shown Avhat he can do 
as a naval 
draughtsman,

exactly.

USE POTASH IN THE PALlj, 


It is important in manuring or- 
chards, that the potash fertilizers ap- 
plied bo mixed with tho soil and go 
down d'\ei)ly enough to reach the roots. 
There is no danger that potash thus 
applied in fall will be wasted by leach- 
ing, Fruit tree roots go down as deep- 
ly as most underdrains as any one who 
has dug underdrains in orchards must 
know. The feeding roots sometime in 
the course of the fertilizer downward 
will seize it and turn it to use. Potash 
is in especial demand for bearing 
trees, though it also has an excellent 
effect in promoting 
a strong and 
healthy growth of foilage. on which

A BAU WEKD, 


The burdock is a bad weed, from 
the multiplicity of its seeds and the 
readiness with which they are dis- 
tributed by the wind and by passing 
animals or i^ersons. 
Cutting the bur- 
dock down whenitis beginning to form 
blossoms will usually kill it, as at this 
stage of growth the root has but little 
vigor left. 
But when these large bur- 
docks are piled for burning there 
should be plenty of dry wood in the 
heap, so as to make a hot fire. 
If the 
weeds are burned alone some of the 
seed will fall down to the bottom of 
the burning 
pile 
and 
escape 
de- 
struction. 
In a slow fire made from 
green weeds there is a stratum of car- 
bonic acid gas at the bottom of the 
heap in which, nothing will burn.— 
American Farmer.

Abundance, Burbank, Koine Claude, 
Lombard and German Prune, 
Fruii 
trees will stand lots of stabl« manure, 
especially while they are making their 
growth, but after fruiting has begun 
they need potash and phosphoric acid 
in far greater quantities than nitrogen. 
Hence the wisdom and utility of em- 
ploying unleached wood ashes and 
finely ground bone for their fertiliza- 
tion, 
Mix them in proportion of one 
ton of ashes to five hundred weight of 
bone, scatter a^liberal quantity broad- 
cast over the entire area of ground 
covered by the tree roots, and expect 
good crops of fruit. 
Never allow any 
Iruit tree to bear too heavily. 
When 
overloaded, thin out some of 
the 
surplus fruit. 
The remainder will 
row enough larger to moro thah 
make up the difference, while speci- 
mens of fruit will be far finer,—Cole- 
man's Kural World. 


SHOULD cows BÎ3 OAIIDED. 


Most certainly cows should be kept 
clean, and they cannot be without being 
frequently carded and brushed. 
One 
who tries it the first time will not 
need to think about the matter. 
The 
way the cows will turn their heads and 
necks and stop eating to enjoy the 
scratching of the skin and the final 
brushing will tell an intelligible story 
of how they like it. 
As the skin is an 
excretory organ and throws ofi* a large 
quantity of waste matter, as may be 
known by the odor of a close stable, 
if it is not kept in healthful action by 
this carding and brushing, this matter 
is retained in the blood and cannot 
help but get into the milk, where it 
makes that strong odor which has been 
called the animal odor. 
It is, how- 
ever, only the odor of a dirty skin, as 
is so well known*to apijly to human 
beings who are not cleanly in this di- 
rection. 
Cows should be well carded 
and brushed before every milking. 
The udder and teats should not be 
neglected either, as these may badly 
need washing at 
times.—New York 
Times, 


ASPAKAGUS OUIiTUKE IN A KUTSHELti, 
There are many who are very fond 
of asparagus, but will not grow it be- 
cause of the time which expires before 
tho plants will furnish a crop. 


"Where land is plentiful—and on 
most farms there are many acres that 
yearly go to waste—this should not 
bo, for in j^lanting a small bed and 
taking care of it there would not bo 
more than one or two whole days in a 
year spent upon it, and at the end of 
the third year the planter would be 
richly rewarded for his labor. 


First of all have your land in good 
shape, and don't be afraid of the ma- 
nure or fertilizer. 
Purchase your 
seed from some good house, as the 
seed is tho foundation upon which 
your future bed will rest. 
Sow it 
thinly in rows one foot apart during 
the months of April or May, according 
to 
the weather, and keep down all 
weeds. 
To procure 
good 
strong 
healthy plants thin out the seedlings 
to three or four ; inches in the rows, 
saving only the strong ones. 


One year can be gained upon this 
system by buying from you seedsman . 
year-old plants, which should be set 
out in spring in a rich sand loam, 
which has been iDlowed at least eight- 
een inches deep and has had a liberal 
amount of well rotted manure worked 
into it. 
If Tour soil is of* stiff clav, 
add plenty of sand to it and also somo 
sifted coal ashes, which will serve to 
loosen it up. 
You should also make 
some preparation for under-drainage. 


Every fall a good dressing] of coarse 
manure should bo applied after the 
tops have been cut, and in the spring 
this should be forked in. 


In cutting the crops siever cut the 
roots too closely, as they need the ben- 
efit of at least a little foliage, or else 
they will weaken and die during the 
cold season,—New York Witness.

No more cruel thing is thoughtlessly 
done, day after day, winter alter win- 
ter, than the jjutting of a frosty bit 
into a horse's mouth. 
At least I try 
to think that only the

Yet what child does not 
learn at an early age the penalty 
of contact between tender flesh and 
cold iron on a biting winter's day? It 
is possible that any man whoso baby 
fingers have clung to frozen iron until 
perhaps tho skin was torn from them, 
can so far forget the sting as to force 
the same biting iron into the moibt, 
tender mouth of a brute, as sensitive 
tt) suffering as he himself? 
"Can't 
take time to warm bits;" "only hurts 
a m i n u t e " t h a y don't mind i t " d o 
hold them against the horse's body 
Fometimes," are some of the excuses 
and makeshifts we hear, but they are 
poor ones at the best. 
"Whatever is 
worth doing is worth doing well, and 
it really takes no extra time to thor- 
oughly warm the horses' bits. 


it the team is to bo harnessed early 
in the morning, it must be fed before 
breakfast, and tho bridle^* can be 
brought to the kitchen fire to grow 
warm and comfortable for the horses 
while the master is ministering to his 
own comfort.

and put away for the season as early as 
March. 
At this season the Avashings 
are usually light, and one or tAVo of 
these pieces can be Avashed on Moun 
day every Aveek Avithout interfering 
with the other Avashing. A Avindy day 
is not a good day to dry blankets, but 
blankets can be dried in a A v e l l venti- 
lated kitchen, and dried better and 
more quickly than any other Avay, 
It 
shrinks them to expose them to the 
suns of summer or the frosts of Avin- 
ter. 
The only objection to drying 
blankets in the house is the "stuliy," 
unpleasant odor that may be acquired. 
This is obviated by ventilating 
the 
room thoroughly AvUile they are dry- 
ing. 
The night, Avhen there is no one 
in the room, is the proper,time to use 
the kitchen as a drying-room. 
It may 
be thoroughly ventilated, and th-e air 
be made as fresh and pure as the air 
outdoors.—New York Tribune.

Turn out the sheet of 
paste, spread thickly Avith any pre- 
ferred jam, roll up and dust it with 
sugar.

THE WOMEN OF SPAIN, 


Intjprentlng StntlRticA Concpnilng 
Tbclr 
Social nnd IntoUrotuffl Coiitlltion* 


A great deal has been written about 
Spanish men, 
but 
I think one may 
find a truer key to Spanish 
character 
by taking a glimpse of 
the misery of 
the Spanish women. 
I 
doubt if the 
Spanish -M omaili is any better off tban 
the Turkish woman, and while Ameri- 
can -women 
are 
not 
clamoring for a 
conflict, 
the 
fact 
remains 
that the 
taking of Spain 
from the 
European 
geography might prove a great step in 
advance for tho women of that laud. 


It appears from an official document 
which came riiy way the 
other day 
that but 2,036,(515 Spanish women can 
read or write. 
This 
fraction 
is al- 
most as big 
as 
tho 
male army that 
knows 
its 
own language. 
I t is a 
pitiful shbwiug, but it is only the be- 
ginning of the table of female wretch- 
edness. 
The municipalities list 51,- 
946 
professional 
beggars 
who wear 
petticoats. ^ Then 
there are 828,531 
women who earn their living by work- 
ing in 
the 
farm 
fields. 
There are 
32i),596 women rated as day servants 
who get but little more than board and 
Rhelter for their work, and in all the 
dying dynuflty there 
are but 719,000 
girls iu the schools of any kind,public 
or private. 
There are twice as many 
female mendicants as niale. 
The cen- 
sus shows that 6,764,406 women have 
neither professions nor trades, and are 
altogether dependent 
njion charity, 
the possibility of getting married, or 
hard labor at starvation wages. 


The 
same 
lamentable condition of 
the Spanish 
woman is 
shown 
by a 
glance 
at another 
side of her life. 
The 
kingdom 
has but 
seventy-four 
women 
classed 
as 
literary writers. 
There 
are but seventy-eight women 
physicians in the mother country and 
all the provinces. 
The women school 
teachers number only 14,400, as com- 
pared with 24,612 
men, but this does 
not include the nuns, who are classed 
by themselves, and number 28,540. 


Spanish women who 
are fortunate 
live in the most 
magnificent 
homes 
and seem never to bother their heads 
about the poorer sisters at their doors. 
The 
favorite resort 
for the grande 
señoras i» San Sebastian,and the lives 
the careless Spanish Avomen of fashion 
lead there during the summer are said 
to be a scandal over all,Europe. There 
is scarcely a pretence 
at propriety or 
even ordinary conventionality. 
As in 
France, a majority of the young girls 
of the best families 
are 
educated in 
the convents. 
Their 
greatest 
ac- 
complishment is embroidery,and they 
sit and sit 
and 
sit at 
their knitting 
until some man from an ancient and 
bankrupt house or a bnll-raising plan- 
tation comes along and marries them, 
einb life is iinkud-wn. 
Marriages are 
celebrated very early In life, and but 
few peo))le who get 
M'eary of 
these 
early alliances ever go to the trouble 
and formality of 
getting 
a divorce. 
The unhappy couples 
simply divide 
up the household 
things and live the 
balance of their 
lives the best way 
they can. 


Spanish 
women, 
as I have found, 
have very little 
outdoor 
amusement. 
The bicycle 
is just beginning to be 
admitted, 
but under 
protest. 
The 
young women love their queen next to 
pretty frocks and glittering fans and 
bright 
ribbons. 
They fiock to the 
cruel 
shows 
iu 
the 
bull rings and 
laugh and cheer at the horrible spec- 
tacles. 
They shoAV no more j^ity than 
an American girl bestows 
upon 
the 
dashing hardships which the average 
tennis player or the golfer undergoes 
when he performs in a broiling sun to 
amuse her.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

tune, whose only interest in our navy 
was the pay and the food, both de- 
cidedly better than they could.^ get iu 
the navies or merchants marines of 
their own countries. 


Another potent cause of the good 
quality of the American lnan-o'war*3 
men of the present day is more intell- 
igent treatment. 
In the dfly« of the 
"old" navy the men -were allowed .to 
draw but a small fraction of their pay 
each month, the remainder «accumula- 
ting until tho end of the period of en- 
listment. 
The final balance duo was 
paid iu full at the time of discharge. 
The men, unaccustomed to handling 
much money at a time, did not kuow 
the value of what they had received, 
so they squandered their money. Quito 
likely they became the prey of sharp- 
ers. 
In either event they were com- 
pelled to re-enlist soon, and iu dismal 
sj'iirits. 


When "liberty" V a s given in the 
old days it was the custom to let a 
whole ''watch"—half the ship's com- 
pany—go ashore at once, and tlien 
only at long intervals. 
Knowing that 
it Avould be a loug time before they 
M'ould get on land again, tho men thus 
freed would endeavor to concentrate 
as much revelry as possible in the 
s}iort period given, and were usually 
regardless of consequences. 


All that has 
been changed. 
The 
crew of a man-of-war is now divided 
into three conduct grades, according 
to behavior. 
Those in the third or 
io-west grade .are permitted ashore at 
loug intervals, in the discretion of the " 
commanding oilicer ; those of the sc^i- 
oud may have liberty once a month, 
and those of the first once a week, 
Avhile there is what is known as the 
"special 
first 
class," 
the 
men 
in 
which are given almost as much shore 
leave as the officers.

is more of a mechanic and a soldier 
than a sailor pure and simple. 


But this is not all. 
The 
general 
character of Uncle Sam's 
blue-jacket 
has undergone a change since the de- 
velopment of tho n.ew navy, as radi- 
cal as his professional training. 
Such 
familiar ¡jhrases as " L i k e a drunken 
sailor" and "Spending money like a 
sailor" no longer appl}', for Jack 
is 
today steadier, more 
self-resijecting 
and better behaved than the 
average 
man in his own walk of life on shore. 


Where in former days but few would 
return on board ship on time, "clean 
and sober," from a day's liberty', it 
is now the exception fur liberty to be 
broken. 
A party of liberty men on 
shore from an American cruiser is an 
orderly, 
respectable 
body 
of 
men. 
Several causes have contributed 
to 
this change for the better. 
One is 
tho apprentice system, Avhich has been 
in Kui'cefcisful operation now for about 
twenty-five years,a period longenough 
to give i^redominance tuthe American- 
born seamen graduated from tjie ap- 
jn'entice training ships. 
This system 
has given to the service a large num- 
ber of respectable young Americans,

in

London, Berlin, Vienna, 
and even as far

Koses, iDinks and carnations are the 
favorite flowers for 
shipping, and a 
large number of

and 
lemon 
trees are literally"nii)ped iu the bud," 
being grown exclusively for tho blos- 
soms, which, when cut ofi', are either 
mixed with the flowers or used for dis- 
tilling.

has a good reputation, and

boxes, handkerchief

are 
made in great quantities, generally of 
olive wood, and the ijeoi3le who 
buy 
such things are not all dead, though 
one M'ould think they must be nearly 
extinct Jby this end of the century. —
